Manila, where tho advance guard 
arrived Saturday. 
An American destroyer has gone 
to IJnguayen gulf and will escort 
the fleet to Manila, where it will 
be held pending an investigation 
and orders from W ashington.

New acreage would not have been 
planted. 
Old orchards would most 
surely have been uprooted and other 
crops planted.”
